Trestle (Goat canyon) 

On November 13, 1999, the Palomar 
Amateur Radio Club's Hiker's Net 
walked to the Goat Canyon Trestle. 
This is a world famous landmark for 
railroad fans and is the longest curved 
wooden trestle in the world. We all met 
at Bow Willow Campground Friday 
night in order to get an early start Satur- 
day morning. 

John KT6E, Stan W9FOQN, and Bill 
AA6J drove the next moming to 
Mortero Palms trailhead. A short hike 
led to the palms which were so pleasant 
it was hard to leave. The next short 
pitch involved a bit of scrambling up the 


canyon wall to avoid dry falls. Stan and _ 


Bill then picked up a trail while John 
stayed up the rocks a ways, finally join- 
ing the group at the nose of the final 


ridge. A steep trail led up to the saddle 
at the top of Goat Canyon. 
The trail deteriorated rapidly as the 


“descent quickened. We dropped over 


several dry falls. Our first view of the 
trestle (from above) was at a large fall 
which required us to climb up the side 
wall and basically slide down the slope 
to the bottom. From there the route was 
boulder hopping to the trestle which we 
reached about 11:40. Here was a tank 
car used for fighting fires in the tunnels 
and trestles as well as a view of the 
portal of the old Tunnel 15, now leaning 
at a 15-degree angle. (The trestle re- 
placed this tunnel.) The tracks on the 
other side ended at a landslide which 
completely covered Tunnel 16. 

After exploring the magnificent tres- 
tle from side and bottom, we continued 
under the trestle down Goat Canyon. 
Progress went well until we were almost 
at the bottom of Carrizo Gorge, when 
we encountered a high cliff blocking 
progress downward. After a bit of 
scouting a crack was discovered leading 


—™-down the cliff. John, having the fore- 


sight to bring a climbing rope, belayed 
Stan down, who verified the route was 
doable to the bottom. After belaying Bill 
down, John freeclimbed to the bottom. 

At 1:00 we headed down Carrizo 
Creek towards Glenn KE6ZLY and 
Barbara KA6FPS, who had hiked up 
Carrizo Canyon for a view of the trestle 
from the bottom.

Dial Tones 

In the old patch system, some of you 
sneaked around our directions and got 
away with it. No More! 

In the old patch you were instruction 
to kill the patch with a # when the patch 
failed. 

Some of you, when the patch failed, 
saw that the dial tone was still up so 
without issuing a #, you quickly dialed 
the number again without the # and then 
the access code. 

This will no longer be possible. The 
computer will only process calls that are 
made up using your assigned PIN num- 
ber along with the autopatch informa- 
tion direction sheet which can only be 
obtained via club meetings, e-mail, or 
self addressed envelope with the re- 
quested information attached. 

Answering machine messages at my 
QTH requesting PIN numbers cannot be 
answered. 


Expiration Date 

The new autopatch program has a 
section in it where it looks at your 
membership expiration date. If your 
membership has lapsed by a month, the 
computer is programmed to KILL your 
autopatch call. Sorry about that! 

If you look at an old Scope label, on 
the upper right hand side are(were?) two 
numbers. For example 0506 0108 

The first number 0506 is your li- 
cense expiration date of the year 2005 
and the 06 is the 6th month or June. 

The second number 0108 is your 
membership expiration date of the year 
2001 in the 8th month, August. 

When the computer sees 9909 of 
your membership number, it will KILL 
the autopatch!

Patch Program 
Stan Rohrer W9FOQN@Ium0.com 

The computer program which con- 
trols the PARC autopatch system is 
written in QBASIC and is being run on 
an old 286 computer which leaves quiet 
a bit to be desired. 

The first program written years ago 
used to record on printed paper all the 
phone calls made on the PARC patches. 

Items printed were time in, time out, 
length of call, date, and phone number. 

This computer system was used in 
connection with the tape recorder sys- 
tem used by WB6IQSIJohn in Vista. 

The first program was written by me 
with three lines of code contributed by a 
former member which allowed access to 
the RS232 port. 

If there appeared to be a problem on 
the repeater being used for the phone 
call, the printed sheet gave us the exact 
time of the problem and WB6/QSJohn 
was able to use the PARC tape system 
which records voices on one track and 
the time on another track to easily hear 
the exact conversation in question. 

Unfortunately, these systems had no 
way of recording on paper who made 
the call and if there was a question 
about who we had to consult the tape 
recording and call the phone number. 

The new computer system records 
many of the same items but now it is 
able to affix to the call bemg made a 
callsign, name, club dues expiration 
date, plus several other items in addition 
to most of the things previously 
recorded or printed. 

The tones are picked up by a 
BLACK BOX, changed into serial DC 
signals, fed to the computer’s RS232 
port, processed, reformatted, and sent 
out to the three autopatches: Vista, La 
Mesa, and Mira Mesa via the com- 
puter’s printer port via another black 
box. 


Various routines were stolen from 


the first program which dealt with the 
RS232 input while the rest of the pro- 
gram is original except for the routines 
which address the BLACK BOX that 
re-generates the tones for the three au- 
topatch units. 

I have been working on the program 
from time to time over the past year and 
only recently was able to put together my 
thoughts to produce a working program. 
Unfortunately when it was almost com- 
pleted on: November 28th it had some 
BUGS in it that just could not be re- 
solved. 

On November 30th, I scrapped the 
program and spent 5 hours writing the 
new program which had more bells and 
whistles than the previous one and 
worked immediately to my satisfaction. 

It should be noted that I probably 
have not thought of all the miss-dialings 
that one might expect in mobile opera- 
tion, so there still could be some things 
that need to be “trapped” out of the 
program. 

So hang im there over the next few 
months and possibly we will end up with 
something more than satisfactory. 

It appears that one of our biggest 
problems is providing the computer with 
the proper telephone data for each au- 
topatch center as to what it can call and 
not call without a toll charge. 


Failed Patches 

With the new autopatch system there 
are several opportunities to have a failed 
autopatch. 

Prefix not available: We had to pro- 
gram almost 1,000 prefixes into the com- 
puter with the followmg possible prob- 
lems: 

a. typo, wrong number entered 

b. prefix is not in the AREA list and 
needs to be added. If you have problems, 
contact W9FQN via e-mail or on 
147.130 with AREA & PREFIX codes. 

c. when callmg home, you did not 
give us your AREA code and home pre- 
fix. 

Jammed Computer: someone did not 
dial correctly or they had a poor signal. 

a. a previous “failed” patch was not 


closed down properly with a “#” and digits 
were left in the computer which you just 
added more digits to. 

b. your signal was poor and the computer 
missed some digits. Issue a # and start over. 

As specific problems are called to our 
attention, we will try to program around 
these difficulties and see if we can get the 
program to work more effectively. 

Over the past 6-7 years with a fairly 
simple system, some of you have found many 
ways to not get the number you called and I 
suspect the same will happen here. 

Your patience will be greatly appreciated.

For those club members that filled out the 
PIN application correctly, your home phone 
number was checked in our master list to see 
that we did have the prefix correct in our 
computer files.

Patch Power 

Most repeater systems in the beginning 
were designed for 30-50 watt mobile stations 
and there were very few handi-talkies around 
that reach that level of power! 

Then there are those who try to use the 
autopatch by holding up their HT’s vertically 
to see of they can hit the repeater and then 
they tilt their HT over to the horizontal posi- 
tion to dial the numbers so that they can see 
the numbers more easily. 

This is known as “cross polarization”. 
The antennas at the repeater site are 
“vertical” polarized and they do not work 
well when signals come in with “horizontal” 
polarization.

In tercom {newer members) 

Some of our newer Club members 
need to be reminded that when they are 
using the club’s repeaters that their us- 
age needs to be continuous. 

This problem most often occurs 
when both parties are mobile or one is 
mobile and the other one is at home. 

Sometimes you hear conversations 
something like this ... 

“Tam just passing Lake Hodges” 


“~ several minutes later 


“Oh, Iam at 805 & 163” 
several minutes later 

“where are you now?” 
etc 

Note that while you might give your 
callsign every 10 minutes, this is not 
proper repeater usage because the con- 
versation is not continuous. It is inter- 
mittent! 

A club member could tune to the 
repeater, hear nothing, and start up a 
QSO with someone and the original two 
people would be “out in the cold” with- 
out properly signing off with their call- 
signs as required by the FCC 
.. especially if it turns out be be a “long 
winded” QSO or others join the QSO. 

If your conversation cannot be con- 
tinuous, then make your needed commu- 
nication, sign with your callsign, and 
then call the other party back in 3-5 
minutes. 


Callsign Order (newer members) 
Newer hams need to be reminded 
that the accepted way of making a call 


is to say - 


“WO6YYY this is N6XXX” 
and not to say 
“N6XXX to W6YYY” 

The station you are calling is to be 
mentioned first and your callsign last. 
Not the other way around. 


Work Parties 

With the cancellation of the Decem- 
ber Sth work party, we have probably 
ended our formal work parties until next 
Spring when the weather improves 
enough to allow us on the tower. 

It is unfortunate that we did not 
complete the moving of the digital re- 
peaters when they could have been 
moved easily.

These items were 
taken “off the air” during the period of 
the move from the Frig building (an old 
photography freezer for star films do- 
nated by the Palomar Observatory) to 
the new Generator building (named thus 
since it used to house a 15 kWh diesel 
generator in its other life). 

Other work done was a ground wire 
(really 3” wide copper strap) all around 
the sunken building grounding all four 
comers with all of the work being done 
by W6GNIAI and his daughter Julie. 

The buildings were cleaned, heliax 
moved from the Frig to the new building 
(5 runs) after removing them from plas- 
tic pipe. The Frig, Sunken, and New 
buildings were all placed so that the 
heliax could be easily changed from one 
building to another building since the 
same length heliax was needed to reach 
each lightning protection box. 

N6PIGBili and Art re-tuned the 6m 
cavities and after several well placed 
kicks by Bill, everything seem to work 
great under the skillful hands of Art.

Upon leaving the site it was discov- 
ered that the ALARM was active and an 
investigation indicated that in moving the 
repeaters we had accidentally discon- 
nected an alarm wire. 

After the alarm wire was fixed, we 
were able to leave the repeater site with- 
out the A-L£-A-R-M sounding in Morse 
Code. 

(11.27) (this work party was at 
WR6IQSJohn’s OTH with IOS = and 
KF6QDPBruno supplying the notes -Ed) 

Here is a short summary of the work 
we performed today at PALBBS: 

Reason for the work: Our computer 
and BBS system were not Y2K com- 
plait. 

The new MSYS program (1.20beta2) 
also required a more powerful processor. 
Thus our decision to change mother- 
boards versus simply updating the BIOS 
of the old 486. John purchased the new 
motherboard, a VGA card and 32MB of 
RAM. 

Sequence of events... 

1. Shutdown of the system at around 
10h00 (1999.11.27) 

2. Pulled the old 486DX33 motherboard 
and replaced it with a new TYAN 
P233MMX motherboard, which is Y2K 
compliant. This new board now has 
32MB of RAM. We also now have a 
VGA color monitor. 

3. Reconfigured the BIOS and the hard- 
ware. 

4. Once the hardware was up and run- 
ning, I then proceeded to update the 
MSYS program. 

5. Started PALBBS in "test mode" 
around 13h00. 

6. Proceeded to debug the program (more 
settings, cables, etc.) 

7. Ran “live” tests around 15h00. 

8. Declared the system “updated and 
functional" at 15h30. 

Participants: Bruno, KF6QDP 
(PALBBS chief SYSOP) and John, 
WBEIQS. 

Summary: What we expected to take 
1-2 hours really took 5 hours (nothing 


” new ;-), but our system is now Y2K 


compliant. We will still need to moni- 
tor it's stability over the next few weeks. 

I finally found the source of the 
"Sysop_on_duty" message and replaced 
it with "PALBBS SYSOP team". 
(information de Bruno Haineault, KF6QDP 
-Ed) 

(12.4)this work party was at the 
QTH of KC6UQHAn with 
WB6IGSJohn and WB6DAVDave 
helping. They cut up the 160 feet of 
Heliax into three runs which are to be 
used for the 70cm backbone digital sys- 
tem, the 145.05 digi-peater, and the 
146.7 packet repeater. 

The cables were cut and special he- 
liax connectors were affixed to each 
end. Then flexible jumpers were added 
to go from the cable ends to the anten- 
nas on the tower 

The group also made up some 
jumper cables to be used imside of the 
sunken packet building.

The opera- 
tion was slightly hampered by 1” of 
snow on the ground and a cold cold 
tower. 

(12.15.99) AB6QTMike and Stan 
were at the site .. Mike made measure- 
ments of cable lengths needed to move 
the 146.73 and 449.420 repeaters. 

Stan saw to it that an adjustment on 
the autopatch unit was effected putting 
the unit back imto operation after the 
autopatch had been turned off several 
days. He also installed a missing outside 
security bulb. 

They discovered that the intruder 
alarm works! 

(12.16.99) WB6IQSJobn modified 
one of the clubs transceivers for use on 
the new autopatch system. 

(12.18.99) WB6FMT}erry and 
W9IFQNStan worked at Stan’s QTH 
with the new transceiver, antenna with a 
high SWR, and some audio problems. 

In the afternoon they went to the site 
to adjust deviation levels. Everything at 
the site appeared to be almost normal. A 
problem with the patch in the northem 
section was discovered. 

(12.20.99) AB6QTMike, KF6PPS 
MikeJr, and W9FQNStan, on a mo- 
ments notice, decided to move the 
146.73 and 449.42 repeaters to the new 
building. They arrived at 10am and left 
at 4:45pm after having accomplished 
their objectives. While it only took min- 
utes to move the repeaters it took hours 
getting everything ready for the move: 
DC cables, coax, control lines, etc. 

(12.24.99) WB6OFMTlerry and 
W9FQNStan spent the morning making 
adjustments to the new autopatch sys- 
tem and were able to make their first 
successful call after the addition of a 
frequency equalizing filter and solving a 


timing problem.

Subject: BBS Tape Backup OK and 
other things 

I ran a tape backup this evening. All 
appears OK. Normal in every way 
except that it ran about 3X faster than 
before. Lots of names and messages on 
the system so I guess that all is well 
with the world. 

Deleted some more obsolete files af- 
ter making the backup. 

PALBBS BATTERIES: 

The analog meter was not accurate 
enough to read the voltage on the batter- 
ies. I used a digital meter this evening 
and measured 13.4 volts charge on the 
two parallel radio batteries (100 AHr 
each). That should be good charging 
voltage and give the batteries a very 
long live, rather than charging them at 
13.8 or higher voltage. The 6.5 amp 
current limited regulated voltage 
charger cooled down after a while. I 
guess that there was a poor connection 
that I need to tighten up. I am currently 
using oversized alligator clips and I 
should change them for terminal lugs. 

The 72 volt power batteries seem to 
be failing. They are the 38 AHr 12 volt 
cells (6 of them) and we had some UPS 
failures during boot cycles today. I 
would suggest that we keep our eyes 
open for some more medium sized 
batteries that would be suitable to 
make up about 72 volts at about 40 
AHrs (or larger). Preferably all about 
the same age (new would be best) and 
the same model and manufacturer. John
